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Doherty Pupils Divided 
Among Three Schools In 
Redistricting Program 


The school committee Tuesday night ap- 
proved a plan to divide Doherty School 
pupils among Bancroft, Shawsheen and 
West Elementary Schools come 
September. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said this ‘‘Plan 
A” would cause a minimum of disruption 
to the entire town, while still maintaining 
consistency of special services throughout 
the system. 

Generally speaking, Doherty youngsters 
who now live east of Main Street and east 
of Elm Street, up to Pine, will go to Ban- 
croft School; those who live west of Main 


' Street and Elm Streets, from Phillips . 


Street up to Shipman, will go to West 
Elementary, and those who live on and off 
Upper Elm Street up to the North Andover 
line, will move to Shawsheen. 

The administration and committee both 
noted, however, that in cases of serious 
extenuating circumstances, some in- 
dividual changes might be made to the

above. A complete street list appears at 
the end of this article. 

Approximately 184 pupils will move over 
to Bancroft, 110 to West and 43 to 
Shawsheen. The system will lose a total of 
six teaching slots in the process, but pupil 
- teacher ratios will remain about equal. 

The school committee appeared to lean 
toward Plan A after it and Plan B were 
presented by Building Program Coor- 
dinator Richard McGrail, but they were 
prepared to wait a week for a final deci- 
sion, in case any unforeseen options should 
arise. 

They were persuaded to go ahead, 
however, by about two dozen parents who 
were eager to have the decision over and 
done with so they could go home and tell 
their youngsters where they’d be going 
next year. 

One Doherty parent said that she’d been 
working very hard to get people to go to 
town meeting and vote for the building 


program. But, she said, some people say 
they won’t decide how to vote until they 
know where their children will be going to 
school. 

Plan B carried the same provisions for 
Doherty pupils, but also moved some 57 
pupils from the Farrwood area of the Ban- 
croft district to South School. 

Mrs. Kathy Doyle of Mohawk Drive said 
she had had a lot of calls from Farrwood 
neighbors who were “very pro Bancroft’’ 
and excited’about the changes there, and 
didn’t want their youngsters moved to 
South. 

In his presentation, McGrail had ex- 
plained that all of the principals, as well 
as Seifert, Asst. Supt. Charles Mitsakos 
and Transportation Asst. Sam Arcidy, had 
worked on the various alternatives. He

Digital Buys Polaroid Plant: 
Future Expansion Possible? 


Digital Equipment Corp., head- 
quartered in Maynard, has purchased the 
Polaroid plant in Andover Tech Park, in 
an action which could spur further 
development of the area by the computer 
company. 

While spokesman for Digital and 
Arkwright/Boston Insurance, owners of 
the industrial property in West Andover 
would not comment, it is known that 
Digital officals have been looking at the 
considerable acreage adjacent to the 
Polaroid plant for some time. 

The sale of the Polaroid plant was an- 
nounced Tuesday by Robert Palmer, 
director of community relations, who said 
the still to be completed building was sold 
to Digital, the highest of 17 bidders, for an 
undisclosed price. 

Polaroid bought the site in the fall of 
1978 and began construction of a 270,000 
square foot building soon after, Construc- 
tion was suspended last summer due to a 
decline in sales,of SX,70 film, which was to

be manufactured at the Andover facility, 
along with other economic factors faced 
by Polaroid. Among the major problems 
was the failure of the Polarvision, or ins- 
tant movie camera and film to catch on 
with the general public. Corporate losses 
in the third quarter last year compelled 
Polaroid to halt its expansion plans. 

Richard Berube, corporate public 
relations director for Digital said the com- 
pany had no specific plans for the Andover 
building at the moment. 

Berube noted that construction is at a 
stage where the firm has the option of go- 
ing toward manufacturing use, or could 
apply the structure toward engineering, 
marketing or administrative areas. 

He said a determination would be made 
soon as to what the building would be used 
for and this would be shared with the com- 
munity as soon as a decision is made.

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Sewer Plan, Policy Adopted 


Acting as sewer commissioners, the 
selectmen Monday night adopted a master 
sewer plan and a policy for administering 
the town sewer system which the town 
manager said would serve as ‘‘a strong 
growth management tool.”’ 

The selectmen also rejected the 
possibility of attempting to sewer the en- 
tire town under an alternative master 
plan. 

The newly-adopted master sewer plan 
consists of a 1957 sewer plan which was 
amended and adopted at the 1978 town 
meeting (article 39). 

Under the administration policy, Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark suggested an 
annual appropriation of $100,000 be made 
for improvements in the town’s existing 
sewer system. 

The improvements would fall into three 
categories, Clark said: 1) replacing sec- 
tions of the existing system that have fail- 
ed, or are likely to fail; 2) eliminating in- 
flow and infiltration from groundwater, to 
reduce treatment costs; and 3), extending 
sewer lines to underdeveloped areas only 
when a health problem exists. 

“We would recommend sewers and 
sewer extensions only as a last step to deal 


Selectmen 
Warn ‘We’re 
Not Vegas’ 


With a warning that ‘‘this is not a Monte 
Carlo or Las Vegas night town,’ the 
selectmen Monday night adopted a policy 
on approving applications for one-day all- 
alcoholic beverage licenses and raffle and 
bazaar permits for such fund-raising 
events. 

The policy on Monte Carlo or Las Vegas 
nights will prohibit the presence of minors 
on the premises during the event. 

Further, it will limit the issuance of the 
licenses to Andover organizations or pur- 
poses, excluding fund-raisers for non- 
Andover groups, said Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark, with the exception of 
country clubs, restaurants, and other 
clubs. 

“This policy will give advance warning 
that we intend to use restraint in issuing 
these licenses,’’ said Selectman Lawrence 
Sullivan. ‘‘We are not advocating Monte 
Carlo or Las Vegas nights in this town.”’ 

Under the newly-adopted policy, the 
selectmen granted a one-day all-alcoholic 
beverage license in conjunction with a raf- 
fle and bazaar permit to the Andover 
Hockey Association. 

The Hockey Association will hold a 
Monte Carlo or Las Vegas night on March 
15 at the Pike School, Andover.

with health problems,”’ Clark said. 

Another ‘‘major factor of consideration 
in the administrative plan,’’ Clark said, is 
that it will be entirely a gravity flow 
system, with the exception of the 
sewerage pumping system now existing. 

Under the plan, the town would also 
reserve the right to assess all betterments 
on new developments that could potential- 
ly be on a sewer line, the town manager 
said. 

‘Most people are no longer interested in 
a town sewer extension once they learn 
the cost of the betterment,’’ Clark explain- 
ed. 

The administrative policy will help the 
town avoid sewering the entire town, the 
town manager explained, due to the high 
cost of improving the sewer system. 

“At $100,000 a year, I’m sure we will 
find enough deficiencies in need of im- 
provement to keep us involved for quite 
some time,’’ Clark said. 

‘‘This precludes the possibility of our 
master plan being violated by the town 
itself, or by others interested in industrial 
development.”’ 

The combined master plan and ad- 
ministration policy will keep the town in- 
volved with improving the sewer system 
for 12-15 years, Clark said. 

Selectman Susan Poore voted against 
adoption of the master plan and ad- 
ministration policy, although she said she 
was ‘‘not opposed’’ to either. ‘‘I am per- 
sonally opposed to sewers,’ Poore said. 

‘‘Sewers are the last thing in the world I 
want to put into the ground,”’ she said, dur- 
ing the meeting, because sewers ‘‘en- 
courage maximum density (of develop- 
ment) on the land over them.”’

New Construction Needed At WJH 


West Jr. High will need approximately 
5000 square feet of new construction, 
enough for five classrooms, when it is 
renovated as part of the school building 
program, the school building committee 
learned last week. 

The committee voted to accept 
educational specifications calling for the 
new construction Thursday night, despite 
the fact that the committee had previously 
believed only interior changes, and no new 
construction, would be needed to renovate 
the school. 

When Richard McGrail, building 
program coordinator for th school ad- 
ministration, and architect Gerry Dion 
drew up educational specifications for 
remodelling West Jr. High, they found the 
present building fell short of new space 
requirements, they told the building com- 
mittee. 

Dion said the school ‘‘could not Satisfy 
the same educational programs as the new 
junior high without the new construction,” 
despite a projected decrease in the student 
population.

School committee members still can’t 
agree on where to draw the line between 
educational needs and community needs, 
so they will hold a joint session with the 
selectmen soon to come up with an 
answer. 

Their decision on the auditorium’s 
seating capacity will be made as a joint 
recommendation to the school building 
committee. 

The school building committee has 
recommended a 1250-seat auditorium, to 
match the projected student population 
for 1983. Such an auditorium could be 
designed to attract community groups and 
visiting production companies, the 
building committee believes. 


But a greater seating capacity of 1600- 
1700 might be necessary to truly serve the 
community and attract cultural events, 
some school committee members have 
said. 

Furthermore the recommended 1250 
seats may not even be adequate for school 
needs, said School Committeeman Joseph 
Finn at a joint meeting of the school and 
school building committees last Thursday. 


‘‘We would need an additional 200 seats 
just to let the faculty sit down,”’ Finn said. 
“Then we should add 87 more seats to 
allow for the error factor in population 
projections. If the idea is to be able to get 
the whole student body together at one 
time for assemblies,’’ he added, ‘‘we don’t 
want to cut it too close.” 


The state School Building Assistance 
Bureau (SBAB) does not allow for an 
‘error factor,’’ Building Committee 
Chairman Kenneth Gropper told Finn.

the proposed plans meet state guidelines. 


“Then the town should spend the ad- 
ditional money,’’ Finn replied. ‘‘We should 


at least allow the faculty to sit down.”’ 
But School Committee Chairman Elaine 
Viehmann said 1250_to 1300 seats would 
meet the high school’s educational needs. 
A greater number of seats would be need- 
ed only for community use, she said, and 
therefore would need community support. 


“TI have trouble saying, let’s build a 
snazzy auditorium and hang the expense,”’ 
she said, ‘‘after going with a 6-3-3 program 
because it’s less expensive.”’ 

At least one high school student present 
at the meeting agreed with Finn: ‘‘We 
want that auditorium,’’ said Bill Eaton of 
233 Andover St., a high school senior. 


‘“That’s the one thing high school 
students are really concerned about,’’ 
Eaton told the two committees. ‘‘We don’t 
want just 1250 seats. We’re packed like 
sardines there now, and we want there to 
be plenty of room in at least one place in 
that school.” 

Because the school committee was, last 
week, ‘‘at an impasse, revolving around 
the question of how much seating is 
necessary for community use,’’ Gropper 
recommended the school committee meet 
with the selectmen to discuss the seating 
capacity. Gropper also asked that ‘‘a joint 
recommendation be made to the school 
building committee before March 8.” 


The SBAB will share construction costs 
for a high school auditorium with a seating 
capacity equal to the student population, 
Gropper said last week. 


However, the state offers an ‘‘escape 
hatch’’ allowing an additional 1800 square 
feet for community needs, he explained. 
This space could be used for seating, for 
backstage areas, or for a combination of 
both, Gropper said. 

The current 1250-seat plan has already 
used up the alloted 1800 square feet, 
architect Gerry Dion said. However, the

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Memorial Auditorium 
To Be Part Of Project 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 

The school building committee is betting 
that townspeople will feel it’s worth $250,- 
000 to use Memorial Auditorium as part of 
the new junior high school. 

That’s how much could be saved by 
building a new auditorium and gymnasium 
onto the renovated Doherty school, rather 
than renovating the existing auditorium 
and gymnasium in the Memorial 
Auditorium wing of East Jr. High. 

The building committee, trying to 
package a school building program they 
feel the town can accept — and vote for at 
town meeting — last Thursday voted un- 
animously to use the auditorium and 
physical education facilities in Memorial 
Auditorium for the new junior high school. 

The total construction cost of renovating 
the memorial to Andover veterans, not in- 
cluding architects’ fees and furnishings, 
will be $1,570,800, according to Alfred 
Fogarty, a cost estimator contracted by 
the town. 

Comparable construction costs for 
building a new wing onto the Doherty 
School would be $1,300,860, Building Com- 
mittee Chairman Kenneth Gropper said. 

During a joint meeting of the school and 
school building committees last week, the 
school committee also voted its approval 
of the plan to use Memorial Auditorium. 


On the list of 24 needed renovations 
Fogarty prepared, the most expensive 
items are electrical improvements, and 
heating and ventilating of the memorial 
Hall wing: each will cost an estimated 
$200,000. 


Other high-cost changes include the ad- 
dition of an enclosed passageway from the 
Doherty School to the auditorium 
($147,000), and the addition of another 
passageway to the gymnasium ($108,000). 

At $127,500, renovations to the locker 
room are also among the most expensive 
items, Fogarty estimates. 

Installing new insulation, at $9,000, is 
the lowest cost item on Fogarty’s list. 

Among the other renovations called for 
are: 

e To remove and roof over large 
skylights in the auditorium — $10,000 

e@ To remove.and replace existing flat 
tar and gravel roofs — $60,000 

e@ To remove and replace the auditorium 
ceiling — $24,000 

e@ To replace the gymnasium floor — 
$26,000 

e Fire protection for the auditorium and 
gymnasium — $40,000 

e To paint the interior and exterior of 
the auditorium and gymnasium — $40,000 

@ To add handicapped access to the 
gymnasium — $18,600

e To improve the auditorium and stage 
— $17,500 

All costs are for the Memorial 
Auditorium wing along, and do not include 
the rest of East Jr. High. 

The costs given are both ‘‘reasonable 
and realistic prices for the work to be 
done,’’ Fogarty told the two committees. 

The renovations would bring the wing 
“up to first class condition, equivalent to a 
new condition, and meeting all code re- 
quirements,’’ Fogarty said, in answer to a 
question from Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark. 

Before Fogarty’s presentation, project 
architect Gerry Dion of Perley F. Gilbert 
Associates described plans for remodell- 
ing the wing. 

These renovations would make the wing 
suitable for use for the next 50 years, Dion 
said. 

Parts of the wing will remain ‘‘essen- 
tially the same in square footage, location 
and function,’’ Dion said. 

Most of the committee’s discussion 
focused on plans to separate the gym- 
nasium from the auditorium stage with a 
permanent wall which, Dion said, would 
not be soundproof, but would deaden sound 
by 42 decibels. 

Currently at East Jr. High, gym classes 
must be cancelled whenever programs are 
held in the auditorium because of a noise 
problem, said Dick McGrail, building 
project coordinator for the school ad- 
ministration. 

“It is not the norm to see a gymnasium 
sharing space with an auditorium,” said 
Asst. Superintendent Charles Mitsakos. 
‘Many activities would be affected, dur- 
ing the daytime and at night, during adult 
activities, as well.” 

However, school committee member 
Joseph Finn said that noise from a gym 
class ‘‘would not disrupt an assembly in 
the auditorium, and that would be the 
most common problem.”’ 

Building Committee Chairman Kenneth 
Gropper added that one reason. gym

At the end of each term, each teacher 
may nominate up to five percent of his 
students who are recognized as outstan- 
ding school citizens based on the 
guidelines.

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Calendar Options Sought 
As Energy Problems Rise 


Andover’s school calendar could be in 
for some ‘‘drastic’’ revisions for next 
year. 

The school committee Tuesday night 
asked Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert to return 
with some calendar options that will take 
into account various ways of conserving 
heating oil and other high-cost resources. 


School Chairman Elaine Viehmann 
suggested the possibility of extending 
winter vacation, ‘‘even if we have to do 
away with April vacation’ when the 
weather is warmer and less heat is needed 
in the schools. 

She said there’s a ‘‘significant savings”’ 
for every day that the schools aren’t up to 
full temperature in the winter. 

Committeeman Joseph Finn proposed 
four-day weeks in January and February, 
resulting in 10 or so three-day weekends, 
but Asst. Charles Mitsakos warned that 
they’d better see how the community feels 
about that. 

“There are many working mothers in 
the community,” he said, then drew a 
round of laughs with, ‘‘and working 
fathers as well.’’ As a result, Mitsakos 
said, the schools sometimes have difficul- 
ty finding a place to send a sick child. 

Seifert added that the four-day week 
was suggested last year ‘‘and knocked out 
rather quickly by the committee.’’ But, he 
said, he would come back with some 
calendar variations. 

Committeeman Alan Doerr said he 


wanted to see projected savings as well, 
and Colleague Donald Robb urged them to 
‘look at some drastic measures.”’ 

The school committee is faced with 
enormous overruns in this year’s plant 
operation budget, because of inflationary 
fuel costs. No. 2 fuel has risen from 44 
cents to 86.4 cents a gallon in one year, and 
electricity 17 percent instead of the pro- 
jected 3.5 percent. Viehmann said she also 
wants to see gallon and kilowatt hour 
records for this year to see if usage has 
been cut back at all. 

‘“‘Within the next few weeks,”’ she said, 
“I'd like to see the thermostats down. I 
think 65 degrees should be the target.”’ 

Seifert said that what the schools are do- 
ing for energy conservation is ‘‘very, very 
minimal,” and he urged parents who feel 
their youngsters’ schools are too warm to 
call their principals. 

Plant Manager Al Hart said he doesn’t 
have enough people to go around and put 
insulation on the windows, much less 
monitor conservation efforts. 

‘‘Personally,’’ he said, ‘‘I feel the secret 
is total involvement of people . d 
somebody turning the light off here, 
somebody watching the thermostat 
there.”’ 

He added that substituting a day off in 
the winter for a day off in the spring would 
save electricity as well as heating fuel. 

With an extended February break, 
Seifert concluded ‘‘the schools will save . . 
. but the community won’t.”’ 


Loose Lips Start Fuel Rumor 


The boiler problem that shut down East 
Jr. High and Doherty School Monday was 
a malfunction of the 45-year-old, un- 
derground apparatus, Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert told the school committee Tuesday 
night — not a dry oil tank. 

Because ‘“‘someone who didn’t know 
what he was talking about’’ spread the 
rumor that they had run out of oil, Seifert 
said, the administration wasted con- 
siderable time fielding calls from people 
who wanted to know how they could have 
let such a thing happen. 

“There was no goof up,’’ Seifert said.

maintain consistency of services, keep 
families together and disrupt as few 
schools as possible. 

Plan A has those advantages, he said, 
and at the same time does not redistrict 
pupils who have been moved once before. 
It also provides for a readiness class in 
both Bancroft and West Elementary; 
houses the developmental primary unit 
concept at Bancroft; maintains natural 
boundaries; maintains the school com- 
mittee’s pupil: teacher ratio at all schools 
and limits bus rides to 30 minutes. 

On the negative side, McGrail said, Plan 
A has a greater impact on Bancroft, in- 
creasing enrollment next year to 549 from 
the present 365. However, it was noted 
that the open concept will allow more flex- 
ible use of space and that the upper lofts 
will each have four teachers instead of the 
present three. 

Plan A also does not keep Doherty’s 
Grade 6 intact, but McGrail said that it 
would have been impossible to do so and 
also keep families together. 

The committee seemed influenced 
against Plan B by the fact that adding 
more youngsters to South would over- 
crowd a school with less flexible space and 
eliminate a language lab there, thus 
throwing consistency of services off- 
balance. 


Committeeman John Eaton also noted 
that South is in one of the two possible 
growth areas in town (Sanborn is the 
other) and McGrail added that they tried 
to ‘‘fill up’? in areas where there’s little 
building going on at the moment. 


Plan B would have increased South’s 
enrollment next year from 387 to 443, com- 
pared to a present enrollment of 421. 

Plan A will increase Shawsheen from

Doherty who would be going to 
Shawsheen, along with one boy, and that 
she feared the child would have trouble 
‘getting along without the type of 
teachers she’s used to.”’

Win Effort To Save 
Community Center

Angry Ballardvale residents crowded 
into the town hall conference room Mon- 
day night to let the selectmen know they 
want the Ballardvale Community center 
reopened, and opened to stay. 

“We believe that closing the community 
center will condemn Ballardvale to con- 
tinued deterioration, and final death,”’ 
said Sherron Heller of 48 Tewksbury St., 
spokesman for the group. 

The selectmen responded by reopening 
the warrant, allowing the residents to in- 
sert a private article which calls for $100,- 
000 to repair the Ballardvale building. 

Further, the selectmen had no quarrel 
with the residents’ demand to use funds 
remaining in the 1977 Ballardvale article 
to pay for an engineering Study to deter- 
mine how much it will cost to repair the 
building. 

“This study should be done as soon as 
possible,’’ Heller said. 

Selectman Lawrence Sullivan told the 
group they could turn to the Finance Com- 
mittee and request that reserve funds be 
used for the engineering study, if funds 


. left in the Ballardvale article are insuf- 


ficient. 

More than 40 residents appeared before 
the selectmen Monday night. They listen- 
ed as Heller read a statement, then 
applauded as others spoke out. 

“Some of us are concerned with the 
library,” Heller said, ‘‘some of us are con- 
cerned with the community center. And 
some of us are concerned with the 
historical significance of the building.

“But all of us are united in our committ- 
ment to keep the building open.” 

The residents presented the selectmen 
with a petition signed by 318 people, ‘‘to 
show the number of people who support 
us,’’ Heller said. 

The meeting with selectmen was Spark- 
ed by the temporary closing of the com- 
munity center for safety reasons on Feb. 
13. Assistant Building Inspector David 
Pattullo ordered the building closed im- 
mediately when he found it to be struc- 
turally unsound. - 

A carpenter was hired to build a tem- 
porary interior supporting wall the follow- 
ing week. However, said Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark, the heating system fail- 
ed and several water pipes burst during 
February, delaying reopening of the 
building. 

Clark presented the selectmen with a 
lengthy report documenting what had been 
done to maintain the Ballardvale building 
since $25,000 was appropriated for that 
purpose at the 1977 town meeting. The 
report also describes repairs made 20 
years ago, most of them piecemeal. 

“If we are going to fix it up again,” 
Clark said Monday night, ‘‘we should do it 
right.”’ 

Complete repairs could cost $50,000- 
$150,000, the report states, and by law any 
“significant repairs’’ made to the building 
would have to include making it accessible 
to the handicapped, including lavatory 
facilities.

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Carter’s ban on the sale 
of vital technology to the 
Russians was long overdue. 
We have reported repeated- 
ly that U.S. computers have 
been converted to military 
use in the Soviet Union. 
Three years ago we wrote a 
story that stopped the sale 
of a sophisticated Control 
Data computer to the 
Russians. 

But we could never find 
out who authorized this tech- 
nological trade in the first 
place. The story has been 
locked in the top-secret files 
of the White House. But now 
we have uncovered at least 
part of the story. 

One of the most contro- 
versial shipments was an 
IBM computer which was 
installed in a huge truck 
plant beside the Kama River 
in Russia. Former President 
Richard Nixon believed this 
sale was pivotal to detente. 
Indeed, he considered it so 
important that he requested 
a National Security Decision 
Memorandum on _ the 
subject. 

The memorandum, dated 
May 28, 1969, and signed b 
Henry Kissinger, is still 
ultra-secret. “In view of 
overall US-USSR relations,” 
it said, “we should not now 
issue licenses for the pro- 
posed sales of U.S. equip- 
ment and data” for the truck 
factory. 

But he made it perfectly 
clear that the Russians 
could have the vital comput- 
er in return for a more con- 
ciliatory policy. ‘““We should 
be prepared to move gen- 
erously to liberalize our 
trade policy towards the 
Soviet Union,” said the 
memorandum, whenever

there was ‘‘sufficient 
improvement in our overall 
relations with them.” 

Not long afterward, the 
relations between Washing- 
ton and Moscow warmed up. 
President Nixon then over- 
rode Defense Department 
objections and let the Sovi- 
ets have the IBM computer. 

Nixon was driven out of 
office before the computer 
was delivered, but Kissinger 
continued to push the sale. 
According to a top-secret 
cable, he swore to our allies 
that the Russians would nev- 
er use the computer to turn 
out military machines. Five 
years later, military trucks 
from the Kama River plant 
rolled into Afghanistan. 
They’ were mass-produced 
with the help of that IBM 
computer. 

THANKS, FRANK: For a 
uarter-century, Rep. Frank 
hompson, D-N.J., has been 

one of the most respected 
members of Congress He 
looks as if he were cast for 
the role by Hollywood. He is 
debonair but distinguished, 
with a magnificent white 
mane, and seems through 
some knack of carriage to 
be larger and more impos- 
ing than he is. 

He also has mastered the 
art of imagery, and has the 
oratorical artillery and the 
brains to be a House leader. 

It came as a shock to his 
colleagues, therefore, to 
learn that he had _ been 
caught by the FBI’s candid 
camera during the ABSCAM 
operation. In fact, he was 
the star of one of the most 
vivid scenes. He was 
allegedly filmed engaging in 
a Spirited tug-of-war with an 
intermediary for possession 
of a briefcase stuffed with 
$50,000 in bribe money.

violated no law and that he 
will be vindicated. His 
defense appeared to be 
accepted by at least one 
group. He received two 
Standing ovations when he 
spoke to the American Fed- 
eration of State, County and 
Municipal workers. 

His audience of govern- 
ment workers may have 
applauded him as a show of 
support because they believe 
his story. Or they may have 
applauded because of his 
strong support for labor. 

But there is another possi- 
bility. We have learned that 
the union president, Jerry 
Wurf, warned his staff in 
advance that anyone who 
didn’t give Thompson a 
standing ovation would be 
fired. 

Wurf has a reputation for 
carrying out his threats. So 
his staff spread his instruc- 
tions among the 300 dele- 
gates at the conference. Per- 
haps that is the reason they 
stood and applauded Frank 
Thompson, not once but 
twice. 

MORE ‘STING’: The FBI 
isn't the only government 
agency that uses so-called 
“sting” operations to- cap- 
ture crooks. Agents from the 
Agriculture Department 
recently sold about $400,000 
worth of food stamps to 
merchants at cut-rate pric- 
es. The agents told their cus- 
tomers that the stamps were 
stolen. Many of the store 
owners who bought the food 
stamps cashed them in at 
local banks -- and were 
promptly nabbed by Agri- 
culture Department agents 
waiting to arrest them. 

COME HOME, SHAH: 
Iran’s Foreign Minister, 
Sadegh Ghotbzadeh, has 
hired a prominent Panama- 
nian attorney to press for 


the shah’s extradition from 
exile. The attorney hired by 
Iran is well-connected politi- 
cally in Panama. He once 
headed that nation’s 
supreme court and has close 
ties to several former presi- 
dents of the country. But the 
lawyer may have a big job 
ahead of him. Iran and Pan- 
ama do not currently have a 
mutual extradition treaty, 
so the shah appears to be 
safe for now. 

WATCH ON WASTE: The 
Law Enforcement Assist- 
ance Administration doles 
out millions of dollars each 
year to help state and local 
crime-fighters do their jobs. 
But internal audits reveal 
that local officials across 
the country have misused 
the federal funds or simply 
kept unspent money instead 
of returning it. In one inci- 
dent alone, inspectors dis- 
covered $5 million worth of 
improper and undocumented 
expenses. The LEAA, mean- 
while, has done virtually 
nothing to recover the

* The U.S. government is 
negotiating with Somalia to 
take over a naval base on 
the Indian Ocean which was 
abandoned by the Soviets 
several years ago, when 
they were booted out of the 
country. The Russians, 
however, stripped the instal- 
lation of every usable item 
when they left, and it will 
cost American taxpayers 
millions for construction 
and repairs. And that’s not 
counting the rent.

Such earth 
material removal from the site must be inciden- 
tal to the preparation of the building site and 
may be removed solely from the area of the 
building, the driveways, the parking areas, and 
areas where removal is specifically required by 
the Board of Health in connection with disposal 
systems. Where special circumstances exist, the 
Building Inspector may approve earth material 
removal pursuant to the provisions of Section 
VI. E. 1.3 below. In all cases, sufficient loam 
Shall be retained on the site for regrading to a 
minimum depth of six inches over the subsoil. 


1.3 Miscellaneous Removal of Earth Material 


Miscellaneous removal of earth material not ad- 
dressed under the provisions of Section VI.E.1.1 
or 1.2 above may be permitted if the Town deter- 
mines that the removal is necessary and inciden- 
tal to the improvement of the property from 
which the removal is to take place, and provided 
that the removal is in accordance with the ex- 
press intent and purposes of the provisions of 
this Bylaw. Removal of aggregate amounts of 
less than fifty (50) cubic yards of earth material 
from any lot in any one year requires no prior 
permit or approval. Removal of earth material 
in quantities in excess of fifty (80) cubic yards 
but less than two hundred (200) cubic yards per 
lot per year may be permitted only after a 
topographic plan is submitted and application is 


made to the Building Inspector for

Miscellaneous Earth Material Removal Permit. 
The Building Inspector, with the concurrence of 
the Town Engineer, may issue such a Permit.

feet long and three feet wide or an approved 
equivalent. 
Add a new regulation, to read as follows: 
3.10 Wetlands 
No subsurface sewage disposal system shall be 
located within 75 feet of a wetland, as defined by 
the Town of Andover Wetlands Maps, as may be 
amended from time to time by the Andover 
Conservation Commission. 

Amend regulation 3.4, Deep Observation Holes, Sec- 
tions ‘‘a” and ‘‘b” to read as follows: 

a. Three Deep Observation Holes shall be required 
for each lot. 

b. The observation holes shall be in the area of the 
proposed active and reserve subsurface sewage dis- 
posal system leaching area, 

Amend regulation 3.5, Percolation Test, Section 
“a”, to read as follows: 

a. Three percolation tests shall be required for each 
lot. These tests shall be in the area of the proposed ac- 
tive and reserve subsurface sewage disposal system 
leaching area. 

Amend the first sentence of Regulation 15.4, 
Construction, to read as follows: 

Distribution lines shall have a minimum diameter of 


four (4) inches, shall be laid true to line and grade, and 
shall have the ends connected together to form a con- 


tinuous loop.

“It is a policy of the selectmen and town 
meeting to reduce expenditures by 
eliminating services which effect only 
part of the community, and not all of it,”’ 
Clark said. 

“If we could afford to keep the building, 
it would be desirable, for the entire com- 
munity, to keep the library open and fix up 
the community center. But we may not be 
able to affort it,’”’ the town manager said. 

A study conducted by the Department of 
Community Srvices concluded the building 
should be sold. 

But Ballardvale residents told the 
Selectmen they believe the building’s 
history is reason enough to save it. 

Pointing to the successful restoration of 
downtown Newburyport and Boston’s 
Quincy Market, George Forsythe said, 
“We should maintain this building 
regardless of the cost.

“I believe it would be safe to say,” he 
said, ‘‘that this Authority would be 
prepared to spend approximately $2 
million for the rehabilitation of 50 percent 
of that building.’ 

He indicated their interest in discussing 
the matter further with the committee 


and said he was also writing to the board 


of selectmen.
